BUDAPEST, Jan. 11 (UP)— 
Hungarian militia backed by 
Russian tanks opened fire to- 
day to crush a series of anti- 
Communist demonstrations by 
thousands of Budapest workers. 

At leasi two workers were 
reported killed and an _ un- 
counted number injured. As far 
as could be seen, the Russian 
tanks did not fire on _ the 
crowds 
' Premier Janps Kadar’s militia 
fired with submachine guns 
ana carbines into a crowd of 
5000 yelling workers in the 
main clash outside the iron 
and steel mills on suburban 
Csepel island.

The demonstrators said they 
were clamoring for bette 
Wages.

Today's clashes followed res- 
fgnations of Workers’ Councils 
at Csepel, the Belojannis elec- 
trical works and at least 21 
other factories in Budapest.

particularly ugly. 

The demonstrations were the 
first outburst of violence be- 
tween workers and police since 
before Christmas. 

Rejection of U.N. Proposal. 

In addition to the Kadar pol- 
icy announcement, the govern- 
ment’s rejection yesterday of a 
United Nations proposal to 
send a five-nation investigation 
commission to Hungary spurred 
the workers to their reaction, 
observers said. 

Reports in the government- 
controlled press gave other 
signs of the mounting unrest. 
particularly in the capital and 
its outskirts. 

The press announced that a 
youth and a 20-year-old girl had 
been sentenced to death by a 
military tribunal for taking part 
in a “counter-revolutionary” up- 
rising in the town of Gvulavar.

Near the top of Macmillan’s 
agenda as he settled into his 
first full day in his new office 
was the question of a post for 
Richard A. Butler, his passed- 
over rival for Britain's highest 
political post. 

Butler, conservative leader 
of the House of Commons un- 
der Eden, was reported to be 
willing to serve under Macmil- 
lan in a similar capacity. But 
Macmillan was said to be con- 
sidering the idea that Butle: 
might be more .usciully em- 
ployed to succeed Selwyn Lloyd 
as Foreign Secretary. 

Lloyd inevitably is associated 
in the minds of people both at 
home and abroad with the disas- 
trous consequences of the Egyp- 
tian military action launched by 
Eden and French Premier Mol- 
let. It was not certain that 
Macmillan would decide to drop 
Lievd, but his future at least 
was considered in doubt. 

If Butler stavs as government 
leader in Commons, Colonia/ 
Secretary Alan Lennox-Boyd 


was tipped as a possible man 


for the Foreign Office. 

Butler told a reporter he 
“will definitely serve in the new 
Cabinet. although the oftice I 
shall hold has not yet been dc- 
cided.” 

“In public life, one has to do 
one’s duty,” Butler added. “I 
would certainly not desert the 
ship at a time like this.” 

Butler’s support is of crucial 


importance to Macmillan and 
the Conservative party. Gener- 
ally considered the No. 2 man 


to Eden throughout the previous 
government's 21 months in oi- 


fice. he has a strong bloc of 
supporters in Commons 
In'a recorded broadcast to, 


the nation last night, Macmillan 
said he was forming a govern- 


ment he would present for 
Queen Elizabeth's approval “in 
a few days.” 

He paid tribute to his “old 
and very dear friend Anthony 
Eden,” and appealed for united 
support. 
|. “We have a difficult task be- 
fore us,’ Macmillan said. “It 
will need all our courage and 
strength. and it will need the 


sympathy and understanding of 
every one in the country, what- 
ever their party or beliefs.” 

There were indications that 
Macmillan might visit Washing- 
ton soon. 

Eden in Seclusion. 

There was no indication of 
Eden's future plans. He and 
his wife remained in seclusion 
at Chequers, the official coun- 
try home of Prime Ministers. 
They were preparing to leave 
the country residence by the 


™ weekend. 


In a letter to his constituency 
in Warwick and Leamington, 
resigning his seat in commons, 
Eden recalled that he _ had 
in Parliament for more 
than 33 vears. 

“The life at Westminster in 
davs is a strenuous one 
for which I clearly have not 
the present health.” he told his 
constituents. “In these circum- 
stances I have no doubt where 
mv duty lies.” 

As a retired Prime Minister, 
Eden is entitled to a £2000 
($5600) annual pension. 

Macmillan’s Conservative par- 
ty colleagues and leaders of the 


small Liberal party pledged 
support for the new govern- 
ment. 


The Liberal party could pos-

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11 ‘UP) 
—President Eisenhower's State 
of the Union message opened a 
major congressional fight today 
over the nation’s economy. 

The probiem is how to main- 


tain the national economy on 
its current high level and at 
the same time prevent catas- 


inflation. 

The President recommended 
vesterday that Congress author- 
ize a citizens’ commission to 
conduct a sweeping investiga- 
tion of the nation’s financial 
systtm and credit policies: He 
also called on business and la- 
bor to go easy on increasing 
wages and prices in order to 
curb inflationary trends. 

Government economists said 
the chances looked good that 
the wage line would be held. 
but thev said the chances of 
holding the price line are un- 
certain

Hodge's “brown envelope” 
account in a Chicago bank 
totaled more than $1,300,000, of 
which nearly half were cash 
payments “for undetermined 
purposes” of Hodge, auditors 
reported today. 

The report covering the se- 
cret bank account was submit- 
ted to State Auditor Lloyd 
Morey and the Illinois Budget- 
ary Commission by the auditing 
firm of Peat, Marwick, Mitchell 
& Co. of Chicago, which con- 
ducted audits of the ,financial 
activities which sent Hodge to 
prison for stealing $1,500,000 in 
state funds. 

Other Disclosures. 
Among other matters 
closed in the report’ were 
A $5000 certified check 
drawn by William A. Dough- 
erty, New York attorney and 
general counsel and director 
of Mississippi River’ Fuel 
Corp. of St. Louis and other 
companies, turned up in the 
brown envelope account. 
Dougherty declined to tell the 
auditors whom he had given 
the check to, or for what pur- 

pose, it was paid. 

Ameng disbursements from 
the account was one item of 
$11,000 to “A. E. Ryan of 
East St. Louis,” who told the 
accounting firm he received 
the check from Elis Veech, 
sports editor of the East St. 
Louis Journal. The _ report 
stated Ryan said it covered 
the purchase of $10,000 worth 
of 8 per cent debentures and 
1000 shares of common stock 
of Cahokia Downs, Inc., East 
Side racetrack. 

Kept By Hintz. 

Deposits in the secret ac- 
count, which was kept for 
Hodge in Southmoor Bank A&A 
Trust Co. of Chicago by Ed- 
ward A. Hintz, bank president, 
consisted of embezzled state 
money obtained from fraudulent 
warrants drawn on the state 
treasury and checks drawn on 
trust funds of liquidated finan- 
cial institutions, held by the 
auditor. Hintz also is serving a 
prison term for his part in the 
scandal 

These amounts totaled $943.- 
000, and in addition the ac- 
count received $357,000 “from 
sundry sources,’ the account- 
ants said. 

“We could not obtain further 
information or explanations 
concerning $537,608 of warrants 
and checks not recorded in the

New non-stop airline service 
between St. Louis and New 
York will be started “as soon 
as possible,” spokesmen here 
for Eastern Air Lines, Inc., and 
American Airlines, In¢., said 
today, following a decision by 
the Civil Aeronautics Board to 
authorize the service. How many 
flights there will be has not 
been determined. 

Upholding an initial ruling by 
a hearing examiner, the CAB 
voted yesterday at Washington 
to permit the two lines to op- 
erate in competition with Trans 
World Airlines, Inc., previously 
the only authorized non-stop 
carrier on the route. 

American probably will start 
service about April 1, Brooke 
Payne, district sales manager 
here for the firm, predicted. 
The exact date will depend on 
issuance of a formal order by 
the CAB, he said. 


Eventual Schedule. 
American's service initially 


probably will not be as exten- | 
sive as the schedule of six daily | 


round trips which it outlined 
during the CAB hearing, Payne 
said. That schedule represents 
“an ideal pattern of service that 
may be reached eventually,” he 
said. 

C. O. Ogden, district sales 
manager here for Eastern, said 
that firm's original proposal for 
two round trips daily between 
St. Louis and New York “still 
is very much in our thinking.” | 

He said a date for inaugurat- 
ing the new service has not | 
been set yet because final 
plans have not been formu- | 
lated.

Morey had asked Mersinger 
for a detailed accounting of 
what his company did for the 
Auditor’s office after a report 
made to the Illinois Budgetary 
Commission by a Chicago ac- 
counting firm described the en- 
tire $467,251 payment as of 
“doubtful or questionable pro- 
priety.” 

Mersinger still has a bill out- 
standing against the state for 
$34,832 but he has reduced 
his claim to $29.386 because he 
has been unable to substantiate 
$5445 of the amount he sought 
from the Auditor's office. 


For the period from Jan. 1, 
1953, to Dec. 15, 1956, his firm 
billed the state for $532,563. 
This amount included $482,049 
for services and $50,513 for ex- 
penses. 

He was paid $467,251 by the 
Auditor's office and $30,479 by 
other state agencies, leaving an 
unpaid balance of $34,832. 

Morey said Mersinger has 
sent to him, as requested, item- 
ized invoices for services ren- 
dered by the firm and a sched- 
ule of audits made for the State 
Auditor. 


“These invoices are in ac- 
ceptable form and show the 
names of all individuals serving 
on each audit, the amounts for 
each individual, the rate of 
charge made for the service of 
each individual and the expense 
incurred,’ Morey stated. 

“The invoices are accom- 
panied by work sheets analyz- 
ing all payments received from 
the Auditor's office.”

Department stores sales in 
the St. Louis area last week 
were 11 per cent lower in 
dollar volume than for the same 
period last year, the Eighth 
Federal Reserve District re- 
ported today.

WORLD INDUSTRIAL RECORD 


IN FIRST 9 MONTHS OF °56 


UNITED NATIONS, N-Y.., 
Jan. 11 (AP)—The United Na- 
tions said today that world in- 
dustrial production set a record 
in the first nine months of 1956. 

Its monthly statistical bulle- 
tin said the production index 
for that period was 5 per cent 
above that of the previous rec- 
ord period, the first nine months 
of 1955. The index was 12 per 
cent above the figures for the 
base year, 1953. It covers min- 
ing and manufacturing 
countries outside the Commu- 
nist sphere. 

“Preliminary indications for 
the final quarter of the year 
point to further increases in 
the United States as production 
of new model automobiles and 
the absence of major labor dis- 
putes will cause the index to 
rise,” the bulletin said.

CHOU URGES POLES | 
TO OBEY MOSCOW 


WARSAW, Jan. 11 (AP) — 
Communist China’ s Premier, 

Chou En-lai, arrived today from 
Moscow, apparently seeking to 
bring Poland back in line with 
the rest of the Soviet bloc. 

He told Polish Government 
and party leaders who met him | 
at a military airfield that Com- 
munist parties must unite to 
clear the road to Socialism “un- 
der the leacership of the Soviet | 
Union.” 

Chou added that Communist | 
parties faced many difficulties 
both internally and in relation | 
to each other. He said these 
must be overcame. 

Polish Communist party lead- | 
er Wladyslaw Gomulka and 
Premier Josef Cyrankiewicz 
stood by unsmiling as Chou de- 
livered his pronouncements be- | 
fore microphones on the snow- | 
flecked airfield. 

Cyrankiewicz in a speech of 
welcome spoke of Poland's sym- 
phony with Chinese work “for 
the preservation of peace.” He | 
added he hoped Chou’s visit | 
“would further strengthen the | 
links joining our two countries.” 

Poles Facing Crisis. 

Chou arrived as the Poles 
faced a crisis in both internal 
party affairs and in relations 
with their Comnaunist - ruled 
neighbors. | 

Gomulka still is tangling with | 
“conservative” Communist fac- | 
tions which fee) his liberaliza- 
tion policies could endanger the | 
party’s domination of Polish | 
politics.

A Concept Still Valid 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The recent decision of the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court has indefinitely 
delayed the unification of the city 
and “county” offices which jointly 
constitute the government of St. 
Louis, 

It is interesting to note, however, 
that St. Louis has not always been 
hobbled with a split political per- 
sonality, Under a provision of the 
first home-rule City Charter of 
1876 (Article 4, Section 1), most of 
the so-called “county” offices were 
an integral part of the city govern- 
ment. Furthermore, in 1877, even 
the Missouri Court of Appeals was of 
the opinion that “county functions 
are to be performed by the city au- 
thorities, acting for the state... .” 
(The State ex rel Mason, 4 Mo. App. 
77.) 

While it is true that the courts 
of Missouri, the State Legislature, 
and even some of the authors of the 
Missouri Constitution of 1945 have 
strayed far from this still-valid con- 
cept of municipal home rule, there 
is nothing to prevent the people of 
Missouri from amending their State 
Constitution to permit St. Louis to 
rid itself of the wholly unnecessary 
burden of dual local government. 


The foresighted citizens of Cali- 
fornia and Colorado, through con- 
stitutional amendments adopted 
some 50 years ago, have enabled 
both San Francisco and Denver to 
unify their city-county administra- 
tive structures. This reform helped 
Denver to reduce its expenditure for 
county administrative functions 
from $679,000 in 1911 (before unifi- 
cation) to $477,000 in 1917 (after 
unification).

President Eisenhower’s fourth State of the 
Union message was presented to Congress under 
conditions that stand in happy contrast to the 
situation existing at the time of the third such 
message a year ago. On that occasion the 
President had not sufficiently recovered from 
his heart attack to appear on Capitol Hill. His 
message was read for him and this broke the 
chain of personal visits he had commendably 
begun with his first State of the Union address. 

Now the President is not only restored after 
his heart attack. He has triumphed over a sec- 
ond illness and he has in the interval won re- 
election to his high office by 9,500,000—second 
only to the Roosevelt majority in 1936. This time 
he was again on the rostrum himself, reading 
his views on the union and the world in a 
clear voice, at all times firmly and often with 
telling ‘strength as He made his points. 

Because his Administration, either through 
him or through members of the Cabinet, will be 
presenting specific proposals in the weeks to 
come, Mr. Eisenhower did not attempt to be as 
detailed as he has been in earlier State of the 
Union addresses. He spoke for only a little more 
than a half hour and in doing so he won addi- 
tional emphasis for the urgent subjects which 
he included at this time. 

His first major theme, stable purchasing 
power, was no less important because it is an 
old one. Inflation has been held in check, as 
Mr. Eisenhower said, but the danger of inflation 
is present in our economy today, as it has been 
for years. 

. * . 

Here the President was completely even- 
handed. He called on business leaders, in their 
pricing policies, to avoid unnecessary price 
increases, “especially at a time when demand in 
sO many areas presses hard on short supplies.” 
He readily agreed that “a reasonable profit is 
essential to the new investments that provide 
more jobs in an expanding economy,” but vigor- 
ously urged business men to avoid “those price 
rises that are possible only because of vital or 
unusual peeds of the whole nation.” 

Having thus counseled the executive offices 
of business on prices, Mr. Eisenhower then 
turned to workers and their wages. He took the 
sound position that if our economy is to remain 
healthy, increases in wages and other labor 
benefits negotiated by labor and management 
“must be reasonably related to improvements in 
productivity.” He recognized the propriety of. 
wage increases that correct obvious injustices, 
but pointed out that when wage rises outrun 
productivity they are a factor for inflation. 

After welcoming the halt in “the long slide 
in farm income” and announcing tkat his agri- 
cultural recommendations would come in the 
budget message, the President took up one of 
the most serious of domestic problems—the con- 
servation and wise use of water resources. For 
as Mr. Eisenhower well said, water is “rapidly 
becoming our most precious natural resource, 
just as it can be, when neglected, a destroyer 
of both life and wealth.” 

On this subject It was most gratifying for 
him to say that each of our great river valleys 
should be considered as a whole in a compre- 
hensive effort to make “the best use of each 
drop of water from the moment it touches our 
soil until it reaches the ocean.” 

* - » 

But many students of the problem of water 
power will find an inconsistency between this 
and his renewed emphasis on partnership be- 
tween government and local business enterprise 
when the record.of the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion is against the use of partnership for the 
comprehensive effort in the use of water re- 
sources that the President describes. 

The President spoke of relating irrigation, 
flood control, power production and domestic 
and industrial uses. Yet when the opportunity 
as well as the need for just such a co-ordinated 
multiple-purpose use of the Snake river at Hell's 
Canyon was before Congress last year, the 
Eisenhower Administration threw its full foree 
behind inadequate, limited development by pri- 
vate resources. 

The conelusion seems inescapable that there

would be no Tennessee Valley Authority, no 
Grand Coulee dam, no Bonneville—no other 
public effort at large-scale co-ordinated use of 
water power had the natural resource policies 
of this Administration applied in the 1930s. The 
nation may hope that Congress will develop the 
encouraging aspect of this part of the Presi- 
dent’s message. It deserves every reasonable 
cultivation, 

The one new proposal so far as President 
Eisenhower is concerned is his recommendation 
that Congress create a special commission of 
qualified citizens to study the financial struc- 
ture of the country. This commission would, in 
the President’s words, “conduct a broad na- 
tional inquiry into the nature, performance and 
adequacy of our financial system, both in terms 
of its direct service to the whole economy and 
in terms of its function as the mechanism 
through which monetary and credit policy takes 
effect.” 

There can be no doubt as to the need for such 
a study, which was recommended to the Senate 
Banking Committee by a group of advisers 
headed by Bankér Kenton R. Cravens of St. 
Louis. Contentions between “tight money” 
friends and foes have made a broad survey of 
the financial system desirable,

Also in the domestic field the President cor- 
rectly gave a high priority to a federal school 
construction bill—not hampered or complicated 
by provisions dealing with the complex prob- 
lems of integration. As Mr. Eisenhower said, 
the need for classrooms has become an emer- 
gency matter. It is grave enough to be handled 
on its own just as the President’s next topic, 
civil rights, deserves to be handled. 


Fortunately there is so much interest in the 
field of civil rights and so many separate pro- 
posals have been introduced in Congress that 
the prospects here look increasingly good, Even 
so the President does well to remind Congress 
what his Administration proposed last year and 
to list his four-point civil rights program for 
action in the session that has just opened. 

In the field of foreign affairs, Mr, Eisenhower 
covered a lot of ground in a few minutes. He 
summarized his case for congressional approval 
for standby authority to use United States 
armed forces if necessary, as well as economic 
assistance, to prevent Communist military ag- 
gression in the Middle East. Here the Presi- 
dent said: 

This matter is of vital and immediate 
importance to the nation’s and the free 
world’s security and peace. By our pro- 
posed program in the Middle East, we hope 
to assist in establishing a climate in which 


constructive and long-term solutions to 
basic problems of the area may be sought. 


We trust the President’s renewed appeal, fol- 
lowing his special message on the Middle East 
last Saturday, will have the effect of expediting 
action in Congress where the standby resolution 
now pends. 

* * . 

More briefly Mr. Eisenhower dealt with other 
important subjects in the field of foreign rela- 
tions—a sound and safeguarded plan for arms 
reduction, betterment of world trade through 
United States affiliation with the proposed Or- 
ganization for Trade Co-operation, participation 
in the International Atomic Energy Agency, ex- 
tension of the facilities and responsibilities of 
the United States Information Agency and 
modification in immigration laws in the light of 
the experience with Hungarian refugees. All 
are emitlied to sympathetic attention in House 
‘and Senate. 

* Notwithstanding the statehood planks in the 
Republican and Democratic platforms, the Pres- 
ident did not mention either Alaska or Hawaii. 
We hope that this only means he is saving the 
subject for a special message to be sent to Con- 
gress later in the session. 

As it is, the Chief Executive already has 

sketched enough of his program for Congress 
to go to work promptly. In both the domestic 
and international fields there is much to be 
done. Let President and Congress co-operate in 
the legislative process and the American people 
and the free world will be the gainers. 


Terror in Montgomery 

The bombings of four churches and the homes 
of two ministers and another ambushing of a 
city bus in Montgomery, Ala., are acts for which 
most Americans Will fecl utmost shame. They 
are offenses, not only against the law, but 
against humanity and common decency. 

We know that these are acts of hoodlums, and 
that there are many Southerners who will con- 
demn them just as we do. But if those Southern- 
ers are at the same time harborers of racial 
prejudice, they share the guilt for what they 
condemn, for it is prejudice alone—ignorant, 
dark and evil—that puts the spark to acts like 
these. : 


The shame of Montgomery will not be con- 
fined to the South alone or even to the United 
States alone. It will go round the globe, for in 
the farthest corners where information reaches 
these deeds of terrorism and violence, un-Ameri- 
can and inhuman, will be known. As one nation 
we all are the poorer for it. 
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Two Flimsy Objections 

Some of the objections to state income tax 
withholding raised by the Missouri Public Ex- 
penditure Survey are so flimsy that the others 
must be viewed with skepticism also. 

The Survey says withholding would make in- 
come tax collections “painless” and so encour- 
age the Legislature to increase the rates. The 
purpose of any collection method, however, is 
not to inflict pain on the taxpayer but to pro- 
vide revenue efficiently and fairly. Does the 
present system do this, or not? If not, its defi- 
ciencies can hardly be excused by saying that, 
well, anyway, it hurts—especially when any pain 
is escaped entirely by those who evade the tax. 

Nor is the Survey persuasive when it calls 
withholding “class legislation” because’ only 
wage and salary earners, not the self-employed 
and professional persons, would be affected. 
Would anybody propose repéal of Federal tax 
withholding on this ground? One might as 
well describe the income tax itself as “class 
legislation” because it does rot apply to those 
without income. é; 

What may be a more sutkstantial objection 
advanced by the Survey deals with the costs of 
administering a withholding system. A person 
earning $76.24 a week—the average for Missouri 
workers covered by unemployment insurance— 
dwes in state income tax only $3 a year or 
about 6 cents a week, To withhold this worker's 
tax, says the Survey, would cost the state or the 
employer more than the tax. 

This certainly is a point to be considered. 
But it would be unfair to look only at a selected 
group of taxpayers instead of at all of them 
together, What would the costs of administra- 
tion be for all taxpayers, and above all how

would this compare with the extra revenue that 
could reasonably be expected from a _ with- 
holding system? That is the question for the 
Legislatufe to ask. Other states which have 
studied or adopted withholding have found that 
the new revenue far outweighed the new costs. 
What about Missouri?

One School or Two in Webster? 


If the smoke rising from the junior high con- 
troversy in Webster Groves indicates the inten- 
sity of community feeling, its School Board is in 
trouble. Passage of a bond issue for the one 
new junior high the Board proposes will require 
a two-thirds favorable majority. If the Board is 
right but a substantial majority of the commu- 
nity votes No, the fact will be that no school 
will be started immediately and the ones who 
will suffer will be the children. 


It may sound trite to suggest a program of 
community education at this late date, but the 
Board has everything to gain by such an ap- 
proach, Among other questions it ought to an- 
swer are these: Why did it turn down the recom- 
mendation for two schools made by the expert 
it hired specifically for this purpose? Does the 
district enjoy the bonding capacity to put up 
two schools or not? Does one school provide the 
same potential for future expansion as would 
two? And why must the Edgewood Children’s 
Center be acquired as the one school-site when 
the Board already owns 18 acres within four or 
five blocks of that location? 


A different one-school plan—different in that 
a different site was proposed—fell eight votes 
short of the necessary two-thirds majority last 
spring. The vote then was 3520 in favor to 1772 
opposed. Proponents of the two-school plan 
claim they enjoy 4000 supporters, If so, the 
Board has a good deal of educating to do. Other- 
wise it may come up to election day on the 
one-school plan defeated before the polls open.

Fish, Wildlife and Dams 


Secretary of Interior Seaton 1s asking the 
State Governors to comment on a measure de- 
signed to co-ordinate fish and wildlife protection 
with dam construction. The measure would 
permit. the Fish and Wildlife Service to file 
reports with the Army Engineers and the Recla- 
mation Bureau concerning the possible effects 
of proposed dams on fish and wildlife. 


Undoubtedly it would be better for the re- 


ports to be filed than for them. not to be filed. 
But. as has been pointed out many times before, 
there can be no satisfactory substitute for bring- 
ing the Fish and Wildlife Service into. the com- 
bined job of dam construction from the very 
first step in the planning phase. Game con- 
servation is too important to be relegated to the 
position of an afterthought.

Press Views on the Middle Kast Policy

The Louisville Courier-Journal 


This newspaper supports the general 
purpose of President Eisenhower's pro- 
posals for the Middle East. We believe 
Congress should and will indorse them 
in some form, though perhaps with cer- 
tain changes. The program, imperfect 
as it is, offers the beginning of a way 
to prevent a war in the Middle East. 

We think the new Democratic Ad- 
visory Committee made a mistake in 
asSailing the President’s plan with what 
looke@l like partisan bitterness. Ad- 
mittedly it is irritating to see the same 
man who told us so blandly last fall 
that things were going all right in the 
Middle East now coming to ask Con- 
gress for emergency powers in that 
same area. But we cannot fight the bat- 
tles of the 1956 campaign over again. 
The one question to ask ourselves is: 
Will this policy promote the chances of 
peace in the Middle East? We believe 
the answer is “yes.” 


Mr. Eisenhower cut down his pro- 
posal for the use of American military 
force to a situation in which a Middle 
East country asks our aid in protection 
against “overt armed aggression from 
any nation controlled by international 
Communism.” 


This is the situation of danger least 
likely to arise in that troubled area. 
Why should the Soviets send their own 
tanks crashing down on one of the 
small nations of the area? It is so 
much easier for them to work through 
subversion and intrigue. 


We hope the members of Congress 
will ask all the pertinent questions, but 
not the partisan ones. When they get 
through, they may have pushed the Ad- 
ministration into a clearer and more 
useful form of a program whose basic 
structure seems to us sound,

As Mr. Dulles points out, the Eisen- 
hower Doctrine is not new in principle. 
It merely rounds out and expands the 
policies first enunciated as far back as 
1947 in the Truman Doctrine. 


In contrast to British and French 
policies, any American military action 
is to be strictly circumscribed and is to 
be merely one means toward the de- 
sired aim. For American military pow- 
er would be thrown into the breach 
only as a last resort—at the request 
and with the consent of the nation or 
nations attacked, and then only under 
the overriding authority of the United 
Nations and in keeping with its prin- 
ciples. But American military power 
is to be only the umbrella under which 
the Middle Eastern nations can be ex- 
pected to develop in strength and au- 
thority to resist Communism and fill 
the power vacuum themselves. To that 
end they are being offered both eco- 
nomic and military aid. 


As President Eisenhower admits, this 
program does not solve the Middle 
Eastern problems as such, but it should 
help to lift the burden of fear that 
breeds fanaticism and thereby create 
a better climate in which even these 
tangled problems can be solved. Many 
questions remain to be answered. But 
viewing the proposal in the broadest 
outlines it is difficult to oppose it and 
impossible to find a feasible alternative 
to it.

» President Eisenhower’s brief in sup 
port of the so-called Eisenhower ‘“doc- 
trine” was both illogical and at odds 
with everything he had told the Amer- 
ican people in the presidential cam- 
paign last year. 

Then his themes were peace and 
prosperity. He asked why some poli- 
ticians were raising an anguished cry 
that “we have no peace.” 

Now it is Mr. Eisenhower himself 
who raises the cry that we have no 
peace and who demands of Congress 
contingent authority for war. For Mr. 
Eisenhower to do this two weeks be- 
fore he has even been sworn in for his 
second term exposes him to a charge 
of something worse than inconsistency,

The Eisenhower Doctrine in essence 
is that Congress abdicate in favor of 
the United Nations. The President de- 
mands that the legislative branch sign 
away its discretion in advance. 

No one can doubt that the United 
States would fight if its vital interests 
were endangered anywhere by Soviet 
aggression. But to arm any President 
with discretionary power for war is to 
ask too much.

A favorite Democratic criticism of 
the President's plan is that it does not 
deal with the “basic problems” of the 
Middle East, such as the Arab-Israeli 
conflict, the future of the Suez Canal 
and the shipment of Communist arms 
to Arab states. Obviously, these prob- 
lems must be solved before there can 
be any hope of an equitable peace in 
the Middle East. Equally obviously the 
United States must take measures to 
promote a settlement, and it can be 
charged with justice that too little has 
as yet been done in this direction. 


But the President's program relates 
to what this nation itself will do to pre- 
serve the Middle East from Red aggres- 
sion. This is a necessary step; an effort 
to prevent the Soviet Union from block- 
ing constructive solutions in the Middle 
East by the threat of military interven- 
tion. 


Time is pressing: the Democrats, as 
the majority party in Congress, have a 
heavy responsibility to act construc. 
tively. They should expedite hearings 
and pave the way for action, and be 
specific in what they approve and what 
they condemn,

What President Eisenhower asks is 
not a blank check to do as he pleases 
in the Middle East. He asks a reaf- 
firmation by the representatives of the 
people of the purpose contained in the 
Truman Doctrine of 1947 to come to 
the aid of any people threatened by 
Communist aggression: 


A second purpose of the message 
was to gain congressional approval for 
a more vigorous attack on the basic 
problems of poverty, ill health, and 
economic inefficiency in the Middle 
East. 

The Administration's strong backing 
of U.N. action in the matter of British- 
French-Israeli intervention in Egypt 
has given some foreign critics the idea 
that the United States was washing its

This message of the President should 
reassure the members of the North 
Atlantic community that the United 
States is concerned about their prob- 
lems, and the world’s problems, in the 
Middle East—and that it will use its 
great power in behalf of peace and 
security,

The primary threat to the independ 
ence of the Near East is not overt So- 
viet aggression, but indirect aggression 
and subversion. 

The Eisenhower Doctrine provides 
the first essential of reducing the mili- 
tary threat; beyond this, it provides 
merely the framework on which a pro- 
gram can be built. The overwhelming 
need is to create a powerful magnet 
that not only will prevail against Com- 
munist blandishments but also will di- 
vert runaway nationalism in a con- 
certed and co-operative effort to create 
the better living conditions that are the 
best advertisement for freedom.

—President Eisenhower today 
signed the first legislation from 
the Ejighty-fifth Congress — a 
resolution making inauguration 
day a legal holiday in the capi- 
tal area. 

This law will make every fu- 
ture inauguration day a holiday 
in the District of Columbia, 
Montgomery ,and_ Prince 
Georges counties in Maryland, 
Arlington and Fairfax counties 
in Virginia, and the cities of 
Alexandria and Falls Church, 
Va. It provides that when the 
inauguration day, Jan. 20, falls 
on a Sunday, the inauguration 
will be held the following day.

The physician made the com-

WO articles in the cur- 
T rent issue of Sports Mag- 

azine—‘“Who’s betting on 
what these days?” and “Ned 
Irish analyzes College Bas- 
ketball” have an interlocking 
interest for the basket game 
fan. 


Josh Greenfeld, writing 
about betting and naturally 
enough quoting no authority, 
surveys a sports gambling 
boom which he says is esti- 
mated to be a _ 20-billion- 
dollar-year industry. 


The author divides bettors 
into two categories—the horse 
player and the sports bettor. 
The latter, basically a fan, 
has become the bigger betting 
element, Greenfield says, 
adding: “And this is where 
his money goes: 1. Baseball.

But ne saw no general con- 
flict between the pro and col- 
lege productions and pre- 
dicted college basketball will 
continue to be “top winter 
sport.” 

“I think they (the profes- 
sionals) have developed an en- 
tirely new following. 
Largely the N.B.A, is filling 
a vacuum that became evi- 
dent as the sport developed, 
much as was the case with 
professional football ... as 
the owner of a professional 
team (New York Knickerbock- 
ers), I would hate to see any- 
thing happen to college com- 
petition,” Irish said.

Over Monte Carlo

E were reading the Greek paper “Kathimerini” 
Wi other morning (in Greek, of course) when we 
came upon an item that threw us for a loop. It 
seems the brothers-in-law Aristotle Onassis and Stav- 
ros Niarchos, both

tions, had their dis- 
pute over Monte 
Carlo arbitrated by 
the French Bar As- 
sociation head, Mai- 
tre Rene Thorp. 
The thing that 
threw us for a loop 
is we thought we had 
been appointed as 
arbitrator over the 
disagreement and we 
were working on it 
diligently, including 
Sundays, when we 
discovered it had 
been not only taken 
out of our hands but 
settled by M. Thorp. 
The dispute was 
as follows: Niarchos 


claimed he was partner of Onassis in buying up the 
controlling shares of the Societe des Bains de Mer, 
the company that owns most of Monte Carlo. Onassis 
said Niarchos only owned a few shares in the company 
and was not his partner. 

The money involved was a trifling $258,000, which 
Niarchos claimed he gave in two checks to Onassis. 
What the aribitrator had to decide was who owned 
what and how much? With an heir coming soon to 
the Monaco throne, it was thought the matter should 
be cleared up beforehand so the ugly specter of a 
moriey dispute would not mar the birth.

M. THORP, a wise and honest man, looked over all 
the evidence. Onassis claimed that as a favor to his 
brother-in-law he let him buy in for a mere $150,000 
just to let him have office space in Monaco, and there 
was never any discussion of a 50-50 split. 

Niarchos, on the other hand, maintained that he 
went in as a partner with Onassis on the Monte Carlo 
deal and Onassis went in with him on an attempt to 
buy controlling interest in the Hotel Ritz in Paris. 
(They got 25 per cent before the Ritz family realized 
what was happening and closed ranks.) 

Onassis said he had not agreed to go into the Ritz 
with Niarchos and only gave him advice. 

M. Thorp, after digesting the claims and counter- 
claims, decided that it was not possible for the broth- ; 
ers-in-law to be partners in anything, -much less a gs 
touchy principality such as Monaco, and acknowledged g 
that Niarchos had indeed given Onassis checks total- 
ing $258,000 for stock in the Societe des Bains de Mer, 
and since the stock had gone up in value since 1953 
he said Onassis owed Niarchos $400,000. But at the 
same time Onassis, after paying this sum, would have 
all the stock, and Niarchos would no longer have any 
interest in the company. * 


: BOTH NIARCHOS AND ONASSIS accepted the ar- 
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bitration and we thought the matter was closed. But 
we called Onassis at Monte Carlo last night only to 
discover that the matter wasn’t closed at all.

The Monte 
Carlo dispute has been arbitrated but there is ‘still a 
seaplane unaccounted for and there will have to be 
another aribtration over it.

T was 12:01 p.m., Sept. 16, 
| 1020. A horse and wagon 

stopped in front of the U.S. 
Assay Office in lower New 
York, opposite the J. P. Morgan 
building. 

The driver secured the reins 
and stepped down, walking 
away unnoticed. The street be- 
gan to fill with secretaries, 
clerks and business men pour- 
ing from the centers of finance 
for their lunch hour. 

It was the usual noontime 
scene on Wall street, and no 
one seemed to see anything tun- 
usual about the object, hidden 
by a covering, carried in the 
wagon. 

Then the object exploded. It 
was a bomb made of dynamite 
and cast-iron window weights. 
The metal rods were hurled like 
shrapnel through the narrow 
street. Men and women were 
mowed down in bloody, scream- 
ing heaps; 30 were killed, 300 
injured. The House of Morgan 
was damaged and one employe 
inside the building killed. 

The specter of terrorism was 
seen again in America. 

Terrorism was not new in 
these trying times of adjust- 
ment after World War I. 

Earlier, on a soft summer 
night the lights winked out one 
by one in the _ fashionable 
homes on  Washington’s R 
street, NW. It was nearing mid- 
night. 

A car drove through the tree- 
lined streets and swung into a 
garage. Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy Franklin D. Roosevelt 
stepped out and entered his 
home. Across the street, the 
new Attorney General, A. 
Mitchell Palmer, and his wife 
had switched off the lights in 
their first-floor library and had 

gone upstairs.

HEN the Palmer house was 
T shaken by a mighty explo- 

sion. The blast blew in the 
front of the house. Windows 
were blown out in the Roose- 
velt residence and the house 
next door was badly damaged. 

In the wreckage were bits of 
the bodies and clothing of two 
men, apparently the dynamiters, 
destroyed by their own infer- 
nal machine. A fragment of 
one body fell on the Roosevelt 
doorstep. 


The blast was echoed by 
eight other explosions that June 
night—in Philadelphia, Pitts- 
burgh, New York, Boston, Cleve- 
land, Newtonville, Mass., and 
Paterson, NJ. ‘ 

At the scene of almost every 
bombing police picked up hand- 
bills reading: 

“The powers that be make 
no secret of their will to stop 
here in America the worldwide 
spread of revolution. The pow- 
ers that be must reckon that 
they will have to accept the 
fight they have provoked. A 
time has come when the social 
question’s solution can be de- 
layed no longer; class war is 
on, and cannot cease but with 
a complete victory for the in- 
ternational proletariat. . . .” 

A wave of fear and indig- 
nation swept the country, which 
had been shocked a month 
earlier when bombs were sent

through the mails to 29 promi- 
nent persons. One had exploded, 
injuring a servant of Senator 
and Mrs. Thomas W. Hardwick 
of Georgia. No one else was in- 
jured by the bombs. 

These 38 incidents, involv- 
ing bombs either intercepted or 
exploded, had as their intended 
victims three members of the 
President’s cabinet, a Supreme 
Court justice, four United 
States senators, two members 
of the House of Representatives, 
a United States district judge 
and two governors. Among 
others were John D. Rockefel- 
ler and J. P. Morgan, the sym- 
bols of private wealth. 


Newspapers saw in the bomb- 
ings the hand of the IWW, and 
demandéd action. Attorney Gen- 
eral Palmer decided on a course 
of action. He named Francis P. 
Garvan of New York as assist- 
ant attorney general in charge 
of all investigations and prose- 
cutions dealing with the prob- 
lem.

S part of Garvan’s adminis- 
A trative staff, Palmer created 
a General Intelligence Divi- 
sion under command of 24-year- 


old Special Assistant to the 
Attorney General J. Edgar 
Hoover. 


Hoover was born in Washing- 
ton, D.C., Jan 1, 1895. He at- 
tended public schools and was 
graduated from the George 
Washington University Law 
School in 1916, where the fol- 
lowing year he received his 
master’s degree in law. He was 
admitted to the District of Co- 
lumbia bar and started work in 


the Department of Justice in~ 


1917, at a salary of $990 a year. 

Young Hoover was instructed 
to make a study of subversive 
activities in the United States 
to determine their scope and 
what action could be taken in 
the field of prosecution. 

As he dug through the back- 
ground of the Communists, he 


saw something which seemed 
clearly to him to be a con- 
spiracy -centered in Moscow, and 
aimed at the overthrow by force 
and violence of all non-Com- 
munist governments throughout 
the world—including the United 
States. 


He saw the Communist party 
not as a political movement in 
the ordinary political sense. 
Neither was it an idealistic 
theory of government. It was 
a conspiracy so vast, so daring, 
that few people at first could 
even grasp the sweep of the 
Communist vision. It was a 
conspiracy against history it- 
self. It was a conspiracy to de- 
stroy totally and completely the 
religion, governments, institu- 
tions and thinking of the Ju- 
daic-Christian world, the Budd- 
hist world, the Moslemic world 
and all religious beliefs. 


American left-wing Socialists 
were split into two groups by 
an internal fight over tactics. 
One group wanted to form an 
American Communist party im- 
médiately. The majority fa- 
vored capturing the Socialist 
party. 

The leftists met in two sep- 
arate conventions. One group 
organized the Communist Labor 
party of America on Aug. 31, 
1919, while the other formed 
the Communist party of Amer- 
ica the next day. Actually, 
except on minor points, there 
was little difference. in the 
two, 

Hoover prepared legal briefs 
on the Communist party of 
America and the Communist 
Labor party, and Palmer chose 
these two organizations as his 
targets. 

In its essentials, Hoover's 
argument was that the Soviet 
Government was controlled by 
the same men who controlled 
the Russian Communist party, 
that this party advocated the 
overthrow of the United States 
Government by force and vio-

N producing Sophocles’s 2400-year-old tragedy, “OEDI- 
| PUS REX,” as a motion picture, Tyrone Guthrie, the dis- 
tinguished British stage director, made no concessions 
in story handling to film technique. The film, opening to- 


night at the SHADY OAK THEATER. ad-

heres absolutely to the purity of the Greek 
A form, and is in essence a photographed 


stage play, as performed by the company 
of the Stratford (Ont.) Shakespearean Fes- 
tival. 

Mr. Guthrie has used his cameras for 
close-ups and angle-shots, of course. But 
he hasn't deviated a whit from the text of the classic, in the 
translation by W. B. Yeats, the Irish poet. All the action 
is continuous, on a small and austere stage consisting of a 
dais and steps, with pillars in the background (the Greek 
“skene” and “proskenion”). The actors wear the traditional 
Greek masks, designating the dramatic personality of each 
character, and the royal characters the “cothurnus” or 
stilted shoes to make them stand over the commoners.

The acting {s utterly stylized. The play, it is explained 
tn a prologue, is regarded as a ritual commemorating the 
sacrifice of Oedipus to the god Apollo to save his people. 
And ritualistic it is, with the magnificent undulating voice 
of Douglas Campbell behind the mask of Oedipus ringing 
the changes with the sonorousness of a prophet, the Greek 
chorus interjecting its voices like the responses in prayer. 
Jt is charged from the start with an intensity that never 
relents; as it mounts to anguish, woe is mouthed in a wild 
keening discharge of the words. 


This ritualistic treatment is perfect for exposition of 
this classic. Because of the enormity of the crime, in which 
Oedipus unknowingly murdered his father and married his 
mother, the horror of the revelation and the terrible retri- 
bution, the characters need to be of heroic size. I think 
any attempt at realism, the dilution of the stylization, would 
have weakened the terrific pitch of this horrific tale, its 
Qlympian grandeur. 


Mr. Guthrie has succeeded immensely with it. He has 
produced a work of art and a work that is exciting theater. 
Motion on the tiny stage is constant as the chorus swirls 
in changing convolutions, and the characters posture 
through them, like a slow ballet. Out of the misty back- 
ground, a soft beauty emerges in Eastman color in the cos- 
tiimes and the striking masks (designed by Tanya 
Moiseiwitsch and Jaqueline Cundall). The acting, largely 
through use of the voice, is fluid enough to give each line 
meaning and color, and grand enough to inflame this thun- 
derous tragedy with its dreadful power and awesome fury. 
Mr. Campbell's rich baritone is superb. Robert Goodier 
as Creon, Eric House as the priest, Donald Davis as Tiresias, 
Eleanor Stuart as Queen Jocasta, mother and wife of Oedi- 
pus, and Tony van Bridge as the man from Corinth are all 
excellent in the Stratford tradition of fine ensemble acting.

» The one criticism that I can find of Mr. Guthrie’s pro- 
@uction is that he has its climactic events, Jocasta’s suicide 
And Oedipus’s blinding of himself, take place off stage, a 
weakness of Sophocles’s work from modern dramatic con- 


cepts. I think that, without impairing the effect of his 
Etylization, Guthrie could have shown these events, perhaps 
ever the appalled narration of the messenger. In other 
structural aspects, however, the Sophocles play, the pet of 
Aristotle, is to the modern critical viewer, beautifully 
wrought. Its irony is devastating as it has Oedipus relent- 


tessly searching for the murderer of his predecessor, King 
Laius, all the time moving closer to the revelation of his 
@wn guilt, the hunter and the hunted in one. In it are 
the echoes of sardonic laughter of the gods. 


. Mr. Guthrie has given his opinion that in “Oedipus,” 
Sophocles offered “calculated and dangerous criticism of 
Apollo, ” » radical thing to do in a play form essentially 
feligious. I think also the play is an eloquent expression 
éf what Freud in “Moses and Monotheism” describes as 
man's atavistic sense of guilt, dating from the cave days 
@When the father, the leader of the “horde,” sooner or 
later weakened, and, as Freud reasoned it, his sons killed 
him, ate him, and took his women. 


“Oedipus,” of course, is not for a great many movie 
goers. But those at all sensitive to artistry should find it 


fascinating.

eesti Gets Together to Tell of Rehabilitation, Progress on Jobs and Studies 


THE "18 SUCCESS STORIES,” VICTIMS OF POLIO WHO HAVE BEEN REHABILITATED BY THE NATIONAL FOUNDATION FOR INFANTILE PARALYSIS, MANY WITH AN ASSIST

IGHTEEN success stories 
F cot together recently at a 

luncheon meeting. The 18 
were men and women, very 
young, young, and not so young. 
Some were students, some of- 
fice workers, some _ business 
people on their own. All had 
two things in common. All of 
them had had polio, and all 
of them had been successfully 
rehabilitated by the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paral- 
ysis, in many cases with an as- 
sist by the Section of Vocation- 
al Rehabilitation of the Mis- 
souri Department of Education. 
The fund raising drive for the 
Foundation is being held dur- 
ing the month of January. 

At the head table sat repre- 
sentatives of the two organiza- 
tions, Mrs. Kathleen Carr of 
the National Foundation and 
Mary Lou Fitzgibbon of what 
is familiarly called ‘Missouri 
Vocational Rehab.” 

“This is the kind of thing 
that makes you feel you're ac- 
complishing something,” Mrs. 
Carr said happily. “To look 
around and see that all these 
people are self supporting.” 

Looking around and listening 
in to the fragments of conver- 
sation — shop talk and child 
care and cookie baking and new 
house hunting—it was obvious 
that these polio victims were 
back to normal, not only in 
their ability to work and be 
self-supporting but in their at- 
titudes toward everyday living 
as well. 

After the general conversa- 
tion had died down, one by one 
of them gave a brief resume 
of his or her background and 
experiences at being rehabili- 
tated. 

First was school teacher Ann 
Bartosch. Ann remembers the 
brochures she passed out from 
the Foundation in June of 1952, 
warning parents to watch for 
the various symptoms of polio 
threngneut the summer months. 


“A month later I had those 
- mptoms but I didn’ t recognize 

" she recalls. “I thought polio 
i a children’s disease. I said 
to myself, ‘It’s just a sore 
throat,’ until I woke up one 
morning and my arm was hang- 
ing at my side.” 

Ann spent a month in the 
hospital, six months being treat- 
ed. Fitted with an arm brace, 
she went back to teaching 
school. Two years went by and 
she had a shoulder stabiliza- 
tion. Another year and a muscle 
transplantation. 

“It’s this arm,” Ann 
waving it triumphantly 
her head. 

Dorothy Reilly’s case was 
more severe. Instead of the stiff 
neck she attributed to air con- 
ditioning in her office, she was 
afflicted with total paralysis 
and spent nine years in bed. 
Finally she was able to be up 
and around but she felt. she 
could never handle a job again. 
When one was offered her by 
a man wtih the New England 
Mutual Insurance Co., whose 
son had polio and who met her 
through the Foundation, she 
turned it down, saying she 
couldn't do it. 

““He took my head off,” she 
laughs. 

Now Dorothy works, helps 
run a house, put in a Saturday 
before Christmas baking: 22 
kinds of cookies on a 10 a.m. 
to 10 p.m. schedule, leads a 
busy but happy life. 

“IT have a lot to be thankful 
for,” she says. 

Jo Ann Brooks doesn't re- 
member much about her polio 
experience. It happened when 
she was eight years old and 
its effects weren't noticeable 
until she was 12 when one 
shoulder started to draw up.

She had just come back from 
hair-styling school in New 
York when she became ill, in 
1954. After three days, she was 
paralyzed and spent 32 days at 
St. Anthony’s Hospital. She 
went back for therapy for two 
years, and doctors thought 
she’d be a wheelchair patient 
for life. But 10 months after 
her illness began, she was 
working again, first as a mani- 
curist, then in full capacity as 
a beauty operator. 


Helen Laubenthal was three 
years old when she had polio 
and she spent time at Shriners’ 
Hospital and Elias Michael 
School before she went to 
school with normal children at 
St. Elizabeth’s Academy. After 
high school, she studied photo 
refinishing through the Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation Office, but 
“didn't like the idea of staying 
home.” She tried a number of 
places for an office job, without 
success. Then one day her aunt 
happened to be in the Mercan- 
tile Bank and mentioned her 
case to the personnel manager. 
Helen has been there eight 
years now and thinks “it’s a 
wonderful place to work,” and 
also that it’s a wonderful thing 
to be able to work.

I KNOW OF NOTHING of the kind, but all may 
not be lost. Try this plan: Buy a classic blouse in the 
blue of your sweater and skirt, exactly matching if 
possible. Then wear the sweater over the blouse, but 
make no attempt to close it. Let it swing wide open. 
Push the sleeves to just below the elbow, where they 
will be snug. The sweater is probably short, too. Do 
not worry. 

It will have a certain perkiness, worn this way, 
similar to a shrug jacket, and few, if any, will recognize 
the fact the sweater is small. The importance of matching 
the blouse to sweater and skirt cannot be overestimated, 
because this trick does much to camouflage the short- 
cOmings of the sweater.

F a woman wants to prove 

her fashion alertness for 1957,

Be Prepared 
To Serve a 
Pickup Meal 


By Edith M. Barber 


VERY hospitable household 
F shouia be ready to serve a 

pickup meal for those who 
come for tea or cocktails and 
have such a good time they 
just stay on. We do not have 
to have enough on hand to of- 
fer supper to a large group, 
but most of us can take care 
of half a dozen or so. 


One of the products I always 
keep on hand is dried beef, 
which has an almost indefinite 
shelf life when packed in glass 
jars. The saltiness and flavor 
make it appetizing and, when 
the slices are shredded and 
sauteed in butter before the 
flour is stirred in and the milk 
added, it is a generally popular 
supper dish. Creamed frizzled 
beef can and should be de- 
licious. 


A good-sized wedge of Amer- 
ican Cheddar is also conven- 
ient to have on hand. Every- 
body likes a souffle or any oth- 
er baked cheeseless dish, some 
of which are easier and quick- 
er to prepare than a souffle. 
If time allows, potatoes can be 
baked or toast can be made at 
the last moment to serve with 
either the frizzled beef or the 
hot cheese dish, 


With a tossed green salad, 
for which you certainly will 
have the makings, and plenty 
of coffee, everyone will be hap- 
py. Canned fruit will often 
be called upon for dessert and 
an original touch may be added 
by the use of sherry, rum or 
Angostura bitters. Flaked coco- 
nut is also a good addition to 
almost any canned fruit. 


Creamed Frizzled Beef. 
Ingredients: One-quarter 
pound sliced dried beef, four 


tablespoons butter, three table- 
spoons flour, one-eighth tea- 
spoon pepper, two cups milk. 
Tear beef in pieces. Melt but- 
ter in skillet, add beef and 
saute until light brown. Sprina- 
kle flour and pepper over beef 
and blend well. Add milk slow- 
ly, stirring constantly, and cook 
over low heat until mixture 
thickens and boils. Serve in 
hot dish or on toast or hot bis- 
cuits. Yield: Six servings. 


Toasted Cheese. 

One teaspoon salt, one-half 
teaspoon dry mustard, one-half 
teaspoon paprika, one-half 
pound cheese, two eggs, one 
cup milk. 


Mix seasonings in greased 
nine-inch piepan. Grate cheese 
into pan. Break eggs over 
cheese, add milk, and mix with 
fork. Set in pan of hot water, 
and bake in moderate oven 
(375 degrees Fahrenheit) until 
set, about 35 to 40 minutes. 
Yield: Six servings.

In the spring a stag has two 
knobs on his head, a few weeks 
later the knobs start to branch 
out.

Then the 
skin dries up and falls off, or 
is rubbed off by the stag, which 
presses against tree bark or 
other material.
